To  relieve  the  pregnant  Wives  or  Widows  of  Per- 
fons  who  have  been  reduced  from  affluent  to  in¬ 
digent  Circumftances,  of  DiflreiTed  Houfekeepers, 
Mechanicks,  Soldiers,  Sailors,  and  of  the  Labour¬ 
ing  and  Induftrious  Poor,  at  a  Time  when  their 
Condition  renders  them  ufelefs,  or  rather  a  Burthen, 
to  their  Families  at  Home.

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Tdhe  Qualifications  of  Governors,  Subfcribersy 
a?id  Co?itrihutors  ;  and  their  Powers  of 
recommending  Patients ,  Rights  and  Pri¬ 
vileges . 

That  the  Qualification  of  a  Governor  of  this 
Charity  be  an  annual  Subfcription  of  three  Guineas, 
or  upwards ;  and  to  be  a  perpetual  Governor,  a 
Payment  at  once  of  thirty  Guineas,  which  fhall  in*- 
title  the  Subfcribers  to  recommend  and  have  in  the 
Houfe  one  Woman  at  a  Time. 

And  Perfons  Tubfcribing  double  the  aforefaid 
Sums,  to  be  intitled  to  have  in  the  Ploufe  tv/ o  Wo¬ 
men  at  a  Time,  and  fo  in  proportion  as  to  larger 
Sums  fubfcribed. 

Ladies  fubfcribing  or  paying  the  fame  Sums,  to 
have  the  Privilege  of  recommending  Women  in  the 

fame  Manner  as  Governors.

That  the  Secretary  do  fignify  by  Letter  to  each 
annual  Subfcriber,  when  his  or  her  Subfcription  in 
Advance  for  th.e  current  Year  is  due;  and  in  cafe 
the  fame  is  not  paid  within  three  Months  after, 
fuch  annual  Subfcriber  fhall  not  be  intitled  to  recom¬ 
mend  any  Patient  till  fuch  Subfcription  fir  all  be  paid. 

That  no  Governor  fhall  be  permitted  to  vote  at 
any  Quarterly  or  Special  General  Court,  on  any 
Queflion  concerning  any  Matter  •  or  Thing  what-

foever  alledged  againfthim,  wherein  fuch  Governor 
is  in  any  wife  interefted  or  concerned. 

That  every  perpetual  Governor,  or  annual  Sub- 
fcriber,  have  a  Right  to  attend  the  Weekly  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  declare  his  Sentiments  on  any  Queftion  that 
fhall  be  there  difcuffed ;  but  that  none  have  a  Right 
of  voting  there,  but  thofe  who  are  Members  of  fuch 
Committee,  and  the  Prefident  or  Vice- Prefiden ts, 
if  prefen t. 

That  no  new  Subfcriber  (hall  vote  at  any  Quar¬ 
terly  or  Special  General  Court,  who  fhall  not  have 
paid  in  his  or  her  Subfcription  three  Calendar 
Months  before  the  holding  of  fuch  Court,  excepting 
thofe  who  by  a  Benefaction  of  thirty  Guineas  fhall 
become  perpetual  Governors,  and  except  in  Cafes 
of  Elections  for  Officers,  as  after-mentioned. 

That  no  Governor  fhall  have  a  Right  to  attend  at 
any  Quarterly  General  Court,  Special  General  Court, 
or  Committee,  to  debate  any  Queftion,  or  give  his 
Opinion,  or  Vote  therein,  or  give  his  Vote  tofupply 
any  Vacancy  in  this  Hofpital,  till  he  fhall  have  paid 
his  yearly  Subfcription,  or  Subfcriptions  in  Arrear  (if 
any  due),  and  in  Advance  from  the  Quarter-Day 
the  fame  ought  to  have  been  paid  in  Advance. 

I  hat,  on  any  Election  at  a  Quarterly  General 
Court  or  Special  General  Court,  to  fupply  a  Vacancy 
of  any  Officer  or  Officers  of  this  Hofpital,  no  new 
Subfcriber,  who  fhall  not  have  paid  in  his  Subfcrip¬ 
tion  to  intitle  him  to  be  a  Governor  before  fuch 

Vacancy 


Vacancy  was  declared  at  a  Weekly  Board,  fhall  have 
a  Right  to  vote  in  fuch  Election,  excepting  thofe 
who  by  a  Benefaction  of  thirty  Guineas  fhall  become 
perpetual  Governors. 

That,  on  any  fuch  Election,  the  Ladies  Subfcribers 
to  the  Hofpital  have  a  Right  of  voting  by  Proxy, 
provided  that  fuch  Proxy  be  a  Governor  of  this 
Charity ;  and  that  no  Governor  be  Proxy  for  more 
than  one  Lady  at  a  Time.  The  Perfon  the  Lady 
votes  for  to  be  named  in  Writing,  either  by  the  Lady 
herfelf,  or  by  her  Proxy ;  or  fhe  may  fend  a  Letter 
to  the  Board  without  a  Proxy,  naming  the  Perfon  fire 
votes  for,  which  will  be  regarded  as  her  Vote  :  Pro- 
vided  neverthelefs,  that  no  Letter  obtained  from  the 
Ladies  fhall  have  the  force  of  a  Vote,  unlefs  the 
fame  is  dated  after  the  Vacancy  fhall  be  declared,  and 
the  Candidate  admitted  as  fuch  by  the  Weekly  Com¬ 
mittee. 

That  every  annual  Subfcriber  of  three  Guineas, 
and  Benefactor  of  thirty  Guineas  to  become  a  per¬ 
petual  Governor,  and  fo  in  proportion  as  to  larger 
Sums  fubfcribed  and  paid,  fhall  have  a  Right  to  have 
any  one  Patient  in  the  Courfe  of  the  Year  received 
into  the  Hofpital  without  Balloting;  provided  fuch 
annual  Subfcriber  or  BenefaCtor  do  write  on  the 

upper  Corner  of  his  or  her  Letter  of  Recommen-

dation  the  Word,  Preference ,  and  fubfcribe-  his  or 
her  Name  thereto,  befides  ftibfcribing  his  or  her  Name

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That  all  Patients  who  fhall  be  recommended  by 

his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland  (the  Prefident)  fhall

Honorary  perpetual  Governors . 

That  all  Perfons  made  Honorary  perpetual  Gover¬ 
nors  be  intitled  to  the  fame  Rights  and  Privileges, 
as  other  perpetual  Governors  are  before  mentioned 
to  be  intitled  unto. 

That  the  Confideration  of  making  Honorary  per¬ 
petual  Governors  be  always  referred  to  the  Quarterly 
General  Court  to  be  held  in  each  Year  next  after 
Lady -Day. 

That,  in  the  printed  Accounts  of  the  Proceedings 
of  this  Hofpital,  the  following  Form  of  a  Legacy  be 
recommended  to  fuch  as  chufe  to  be  Benefactors  to 
this  Charity  by  their  Wills :

That  the  Names  of  the  BenefaCtors  to  this  Hof- 
pital,  with  their  refpeCtive  Benefactions,  be  painted 
and  placed  in  the  Committee-Room. 

That  a  Subfcription-Book  be  opened,  wherein  to 
enter  all  Benefactions,  Donations,  and  Legacies,  that 
Khali  be  made  or  given  for  the  Purpofe  of  erecting  a 
new  Hofpital,  or  enlarging  the  prefent  one,  and  for 
fitting  up  a  Chapel. 

That  the  Money  fo  fubfcribed  and  given  be  laid 
out  and  inverted  in  the  Purchafe  of  Three  per  Cent . 
Confolidated  Bank  Annuities,  in  the  joint  Names  of 
Ehomas  Hankey,  Efq.  and  the  Treafurer  for  the  Time 
being,  in  Truft  for  the  Charity  ;  and  that  a  aiftinct 
Account  be  kept  thereof. 

That  the  Capital  of  fuch  Annuities  be  applied, 
under  the  Direction  of  a  General  Court  only,  for  the 
Purpofes  above-mentioned  ;  but  that  the  Dividends 
and  Intereft  thereof  be  paid  to  the  Treafurer  for  the 
Time  being,  towards  the  current  Expence  of  the 
Hofpital. 

Provided  neverthelefs,  that,  on  any  emergent  Oc¬ 
casion  for  the  Service  of  the  Charity,  any  Part  of  the 
Capital  of  the  faid  Annuities  may  be  applied  to  fuch 
Die  or  Ufes  as  fhall  be  directed  by  an  Order  of  a 
General  Court.

Quarterly  Ge?ieral  Courts . 

That  a  Quarterly  General  Court  of  the  Governors 
of  this  Charity  be  held  at  the  Hofpital,  as  foon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  each  Quarter-Day ;  and 
that  all  Letters  for  fummoning  General  Courts  be 
delivered  to  the  Governors  at  lead:  one  Week  before 
holding  fuch  Courts ;  and  that  the  Governors  be 
fummoned  to  meet  at  fuch  Courts  at  Twelve  o’Clock 
at  Noon,  to  begin  upon  Bufmefs  at  One  o’Clock  pre~ 
cifely  ;  and  that  the  fame  do  confid  of  nine  Gover¬ 
nors  at  lead ;  and  that  the  Secretary  do  add  to  the 
Letter  of  Summons  to  the  Governors  the  following 
Not  a  Bene . 

66  N.  B.  T?he  Court  will  proceed  to  Bujinefs  exactly 
at  One  o Clock 

Provided  neverthelefs,  that,  in  cafe  at  half  an  Hour 
pad  One  o’Clock  of  that  Day  there  be  not  nine 
Governors  prefen t,  any  Number  of  Governors  then 
prefent  may  tranfaft  the  Bufmefs,  fo  that  fuch  Num¬ 
ber  be  not  lefs  than  five  ;  except  in  Cafes  of  Eleflion 
of  fuperior  Officers,  at  which  'Time  no  lefs  than 
nine  Governors  fliall  be  deemed  a  fufficient  Number 
to  a£L 

That,  in  the  Abfence  of  the  Prefident  and  Vice- 
Prefidents,  they  chufe  a  Chairman  for  the  Day. 

That  Notice  be  given  in  fome  one  or  more  of 
the  Public  News-Papers  of  the  Day,  of  holding 

every 
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every  fuch  Quarterly  General  Court  four  Days  at 
leaf!:  before  the  Day  of  meeting ;  that  Prayers  being 
faid,  their  firft  Bufinefs,  after  a  Prefident  or  Chair¬ 
man  is  chofen,  be  to  read  over  the  Minutes  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  laft  Quarterly  General  Court  and 
fubfequent  Weekly  Boards,  and  confirm  the  fame, 
if  no  Objection  thereto. 

But,  if  any  Part  of  them  fhall  be  difapproved  of 
by  a  Majority  of  the  Governors  then  prefent,  fuch 
Part  fhall  be  altered  or  amended  in  fuch  Manner  as 
the  Quarterly  Court  fhall  think  proper. 

That,  if  any  Special  General  Court  fhall  have  been 
called  fmce  the  laft  Quarterly  General  Court,  then 
the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  fuch  Special  Gene¬ 
ral  Court  fhall  be  read,  and  in  like  manner  be  con¬ 
firmed,  altered,  or  amended. 

That  their  next  Bufinefs  be  to  read  the  Treafurer’s 
Accounts  for  the  preceding  Quarter,  and,  if  approved 
of,  to  allow  the  fame ;  and  that  an  Abftract  thereof 
be  entered  in  the  Minutes  of  that  Day. 

That  the  Account  of  what  has  been  received  on 
account  of  perpetual  Governorfhips,  be  then  laid 
before  the  Court,  and  read. 

That  fifteen  Governors  be  then  appointed  (the 
Treafurer  for  the  Time  being  always  to  be  one)  to 
be  a  Committee  for  tranfacfting  the  Bufinefs  of  the 
Hofpital  for  the  enfuing  Quarter ;  for  which  Purpofes 
the  W eekly  Committee  are,  at  the  W eekly  Board

preceeding  the  holding  of  fuch  Quarterly  General 
Court,  to  prepare  a  Lift  of  fuch  Governors,  and  de¬ 
liver  the  fame  in  to  the  General  Court ;  and  if  fuch 
Lift  is  approved  of,  the  Perfons  named  in  that  Lift 
be  then  appointed  the  Weekly  Committee;  but,  if 
not,  the  General  Court  may  appoint  others  in  the 
Places  of  any  who  lliall  be  objedled  to. 

That  the  Vice-Prefidents  and  Treafurer  be  here¬ 
after  chofen  annually  at  the  next  Quarterly  General 
Court  after  Lady -Bay,  and  that  the  Weekly 
Committee  do  prepare  a  Lift  or  Lifts  of  fuch 
Officers  to  be  prefented  to  the  Court ;  and  when 
chofen,  they  are  to  enter  upon  their  refpe&ive 
Offices  immediately. 

ft  hat,  after  the  aforefaid  general  Bufinefs  of 
the  Quarterly  General  Court  is  over,  any  other 
Matter  or  Bufinefs  referred  over  to  that  Court  to 
be  difcufted  (of  which  the  Governors  have  had 
Notice  in  their  Letters  or  Summonfes)  be  then  confi- 
dered,  and  that  they  do  not  enter  upon  any  new 
Bufinefs  whatfoever. 

That  all  Bufinefs  out  of  the  common  Courfe, 
which  from  its  Nature  does  not  require  being  carried 
into  immediate  Execution,  be  received  as  a  Propo- 
fition  only;  and  it  the  Governors  prefent  vote  fuch 
Propofition  worthy  of  further  Confideration,  that  it 
be  referred  to  a  fubfequent  General  Court  for  their 
Determination  ;  and  that  Notice  of  fuch  Bufinefs  bo 
mentioned  in  the  Summons  to  the  Governors. 

That 
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That  the  foie  Power  of  making  Laws  and  Rules 
for  the  Government  of  the  Hofpital  be  lodged  in 
the  General  Court. 

That,  at  all  General  or  Special  General  Courts 
and  Committees,  every  Perfon  fpeaking  {hall  addrefs 
himfelf  Landing  to  the  Chair;  and  no  Perfon  fhall 
be  allowed  to  fpeak  more  than  twice  on  any  Debate 
or  Subject,  unlefs  to  explain  himfelf,  or  by  way  of 
Reply  to  new  Matter  fpoken  in  Anfwer  to  hiirq 
without  Leave  of  the  Prefident  or  Chairman. 

That,  if  two  Perfons  offer  to  fpeak  at  the  fame 
Time,  the  Prefident  or  Chairman  {hall  direT  which 
of  them  fhall  proceed. 

Any  Governor,  who  fpeaks  to  Order,  fhall  be

fir  ft  heard. 

When  any  Matter  is  in  Debate,  if  any  Governor 
fpeaks  to  new  Bufinefs,  or  varies  from  the  Point  in 
Queftion,  the  Prefident  or  Chairman  (hall  remind 
him  of  the  Orders, 

If  any  Difference  or  Difpute  fhall  arife  upon  any 
Queftion,  fuch  Queftion  fhall  be  fairly  ftated  by  the 
Prefident  or  Chairman,  and  fhall  be  determined  by 
holding  up  of  Hands,  Dividing,  or  by  Ballot,  as 
the  Prefident  or  Chairman  fhall  direft. 

But  ail  Elections,  either  at  a  Quarterly  or  Special 
General  Court,  fhall  be  determined  by  Ballot,  if 
demanded  by  a  Governor. 

When,  on  any  Queftion  put,  an  equal  Number  of 
Hands  appear  to  be  held  up  for  and  againft:  the  fame, 

C  £  the 
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the  Prefident  or  Chairman  {hall  have  the  carting

Vote;  and  if  on  a  Ballot  there  be  an  equal  Number 
for  and  again  ft,  the  Prefident  or  Chairman,  if  he 
has  not  before  balloted,  {hall  have  a  double  Vote. 

No  Meeting  of  a  Quarterly  or  Special  General 
Court  {hall  be  adjourned,  until  the  Majority  of  the 
Governors  prefent,  upon  the  Queftion  being  put  and 
feconded,  {hall  agree  thereto. 

That  the  Minutes  of  every  Quarterly  or  Special 
General  Court  be  read  as  foon  as  the  Bufinefs  is  over 
and  finifhed,  and  be  figned  by  the  Prefident  or 
Chairman  then  prefent. 

Special  General  Courts . 

That  a  fpecial  General  Court  may  on  a  Fortnight’s 
Notice  be  called  at  any  Time  between  the  Quarterly 
Courts,  either  by  Order  of  a  General  Court  or 
of  a  W eekly  Committee,  or  at  the  Demand  of  the 
Treafurer,  or  of  any  five  of  the  Governors,  fuch 
Demand  being  delivered  in  Writing  at  the  Weekly 
Board,  and  figned  with  their  refpedtive  Names;  and 
that  the  Bufinefs  of  fuch  Special  General  Court  be 
exprefled  in  the  faid  Demand  in  Writing,  and  in  the 
Summons  or  Letter  to  be  fent  to  the  Governors, 
which  are  to  be  fent  or  delivered  to  the  Governors 
at  leaft  one  Week  before  the  holding  fuch  Court. 

That  Notice  be  given,  in  feme  one  or  more  of  the 
Public  News-Papers  of  the  Day,  of  holding  fuch 
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Special  General  Court,  and  the  Bufinefs  thereof,  four 
Days  at  leaft  before  the  Day  of  meeting. 

That  every  Special  General  Court  do  confift  of 
nine  Governors,  and  not  lefs ;  and  that,  in  the 
Abfence  of  the  Prefident  or  Vice-Prefidents,  they 
chufe  a  Chairman  for  the  Day. 

That  the  Governors  be  fummoned  to  meet  at  fuch 
Court  at  Twelve  o’clock  at  Noon,  and  proceed  to 
Bufinefs  at  One  o’Clock  precifely,  if  nine  Governors 
be  then  prefent,  but  not  till  that  Number  is 
compleat. 

That  fuch  Special  General  Court  fhall  enter  upon 
and  proceed  in  fuch  Matters  only,  as  fhall  be 
exprefied  or  mentioned  in  the  Letter  or  Summons 
fent  to  the  Governors,  and  determine  concerning 
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the  fame,  fubjedt  to  the  Approbation  and  Controul 
of  the  next  Quarterly  General  Court ;  and  that  they 
do  not  proceed  on  any  other  Bufinefs  whatfoever. 

That  the  Bufinefs  of  a  Special  General  Court  be 
carried  on  with  the  like  Order  and  Regularity,  as 
is  before  directed  with  regard  to  the  Bufinefs  to  be 
tranfadted  at  a  Quarterly  General  Court,  in  every 
refpedt. 

That  the  Treafurer,  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  Chap¬ 
lain,  Apothecary,  Secretary,  and  Matron,  may.  on 
any  Vacancy  of  either  of  thofe  Offices,  be  eledted 
at  a  Special  General  Court.

Weekly  Committee . 

That  the  Weekly  Committee  do  meet  at  the 
Hofpital  every  Friday  in  the  Forenoon,  to  receive 
and  admit  the  Women  recommended,  and  to  diredt 
the  ordinary  Affairs  of  the  Houfe. 

That  they  have  Power  to  make  temporary  Orders 
for  the  Service  of  the  Hofpital ;  but  that  they  re¬ 
port  the  fame,  and  all  their  other  Proceedings,  to  the 
Quarterly  General  Court. 

That  every  Governor,  tho’  not  of  the  appointed 
Committee,  have  a  Right  to  attend  the  Weekly 
Committee,  and  declare  his  Sentiments  on  any 
Queftion  that  fhall  be  there  difcufled  ;  but  none  have 
a  Right  of  voting  there,  but  fuch  as  are  Members 
of  the  Committee,  and  the  Prefident  and  Vice- 
Prefidents,  if  prefent. 

That,  when  the  Committee  refolve  to  recom¬ 
mend  any  Bufinefs  to  the  Confideration  of  the 
Quarterly  General  Court,  fuch  Refolution  be  entered 
in  the  Minutes  of  the  Weekly  Committee,  on  or 
before  the  third  Board-Day  next  preceding  fuch 
Quarterly  Court ;  and  that  the  fame  be  mentioned 
in  the  Summons  to  the  Governors  to  attend  fuch 
Quarterly  Court. 

That,  at  the  next  Weekly  Board-Day  after  the 
Appointment  of  the  new  Quarterly  Committee, 
they  do  in  the  firft  Place  chufe  one  of  their  Number 
to  be  Chairman  for  that  Quarter. 


Any 


Any  Number  of  the  Members  of  that  Committee 
may  trarifait  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Weekly  Board ; 
and,  in  the  Abfence  of  the  appointed  Chairman, 
one  of  the  Committee  is  to  take  upon  him  that 
Office  for  the  Day. 

That  the  Minutes  of  the  laft  Weekly  Board  be 
read  at  the  next  fucceeding  Board-Day,  before  any 
other  Bufinefs  be  entered  upon. 

That  the  Weekly  Committee  have  Power  to 
examine,  or  appoint  from  their  Number  a  Commit¬ 
tee  to  examine,  the  Tradefmen’s  Bills,  and  direit 
their  Payment ;  and  that  the  Treafurer’s  quarterly 
Accounts,  and  his  Vouchers  for  the  lame,  be  in- 
fpeited,  and  his  Accounts  audited,  by  the  Weekly 
Cominitee,  on  the  Weekly  Board-Day  next  preced¬ 
ing  every  Quarterly  General  Court ;  and  that  the 
Secretary  do  fummon  the  whole  Committee  to  meet 
on  that  Day  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and  that  the  faid  quar¬ 
terly  Accounts,  fo  audited,  be  delivered  in  to  fuch 
Quarterly  General  Court,  and  an  Abftrait  thereof 
to  be  entered  in  the  Minutes  of  that  Day. 

That  they  examine  into  the  Conduit  of  all  the 
Servants  and  Patients,  and  for  that  Purpofe  may 
appoint  two  or  more  of  their  Number  as  Vifitors, 
to  vifit  the  Hofpital,  and  to  inquire  into  the  Con- 
dud:  and  Behaviour  of  the  Servants  and  Patients  ; 
and  that  fuch  Vifiting  Governors  be  appointed  for 
the  Day,  and  make  their  Report  to  the  Board. 

That  two  Vifitors,  that  are  not  Officers  of  the 

Houfe, 


Houfe,  be  appointed  by  each  Weekly  Board  td 
viiit  the  Hofpital  at  convenient  Times  during  the 
fucceeding  Week,  and  to  report  the  State  of  the 
Hofpital  to  the  next  Weekly  Board. 

That  all  Servants  {hall  be  retained,  hired,  and 
difcharged  by  the  Weekly  Committee ;  and  that  no 
Servant  fhall  be  hired  on  the  Terms  of  having  a 
Month’s  Wages  or  a  Month’s  Warning. 

That,  on  any  Servant’s  mifoehaving,  their  Cafe 
be  laid  before  the  Weekly  Board  before  they  are 
difcharged,  unlefs  it  happen  to  be  fuch  as  may 
make  it  dangerous  to  permit  them  to  continue  in 
the  Houfe  till  the  next  Board-Day. 

That  the  Weekly  Committee  have  a  Power  to 
call  a  Special  General  Court  at  any  Time,  in  Manner 
and  fubjedt  to  the  Method  before  prefcribed  under 
the  Title  of  Special  General  Courts . 

That  the  Weekly  Committee  may  make  fuch 
Rules  and  Orders  as  concern  the  Conduft  and  Regu¬ 
lation  of  the  Hofpital,  from  Time  to  Time,  as  they 
think  fit,  provided  that  they  are  not  contrary  to  the 
general  Laws  of  the  Hofpital. 

That,  whenever  any  Order  or  Refolution  fhall  be 
paffed  by  the  Committee,  the  fame  be  wrote  down 
on  the  Minute-Paper,  and  figned  by  the  Chairman. 

That  the  Minutes  of  every  Weekly  Board  be  read 
as  foon  as  the  Bufmefs  is  finifhed,  and  figned  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  ;  and  the  Weekly 

Board  {hall  not  be  adjourned,  until  the  Majority  of 
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$he  Members  prefent,  upon  the  Queftion  being  put 
and  feconded,  (hall  agree  thereto. 

That,  for  the  better  afcertaining  and  difpatching. 
the  Bufinefs  of  the  Weekly  Committee,  and  for 
preferving  an  Uniformity  in  their  Proceedings,  the 
following  Rules  be  obferved  : 

I.  That  no  new  Letters  of  Recommendation  fhall 
be  received  at  the  Board  after  Eleven  o’Clock  ;  but 
the  Perfons  prefenting  fuch  Letters  after  that  Hour 
fhall  be  forthwith  difmifled,  and  ordered  to  attend 
the  next  Board- Day. 

II.  That  at  Eleven  o’Clock  the  Secretary  do  examine 
the  new  Letters  which  have  been  prefented,  and 
likewife  whether  the  Governors  who  have  figned 
them  have  any  Patient,  either  in  the  Houfe  or  on 
the  general  or  reckoning  Lifts,  or  whether  they 
have  paid  their  refpe&ive  Subfcriptions  in  advance 
within  three  Months  after  the  fame  became  due; 
and  if  he  fhall  find  any  fuch  recommending 
Governors  to  have  a  Patient  in  the  Houfe,  or 
Handing  on  the  Lifts*  or  to  be  three  Months  in. 
Arrear  in  the  Payment  of  their  Subfcriptions,  he 
is  to  fend  away  fuch  new  recommended  Patient; 
with  a  Letter  to  fuch  Governors,  informing  them? 
that,  fhe  cannot  be  received  till  the  former  Patient 
is  difeharged,  or  the  faid  Subfcription  paid  in. 

III.  That  the  Secretary  do  mark,  on  the  Side  of 
the  accepted  recommendatory  Letters,  the  Date 
of  the  Day  when  the  fame  were  prefented,  and 
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that  they  then  be  delivered  to  the  Gentlemen  of 
the  Faculty  attending  the  Hofpital,  who  are  to 
take,  and  fubfcribe  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Letter, 
the  Time  of  the  refpedive  Patients  Reckoning,  in 
three  Claffes,  viz.  Thofe  who  reckon  between 
the  firft  and  tenth  Days  of  the  Month  inclufive, 
are  fet  down  as  reckoning  the  Beginning  of  the 
Month ;  thofe  between  the  eleventh  and  twen¬ 
tieth  inclufive,  as  reckoning  the  Middle  of  the 
Month ;  and  thofe  between  the  twenty-firft  and 
laft  Day  of  the  Month  inclufive,  as  reckoning 
the  End  of  the  Month.  And  if  it  fhould  at  any 
Time  happen  that  all  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Faculty  fhould  be  prevented  from  attending  at 
the  ufual  Hour,  then  the  Matron  fhall  take  the 
Reckoning;  and  when  the  Reckonings  are  taken, 
the  Secretary  is  to  enter  in  the  Book  the  Names 
of  the  Patients  recommended,  and  by  whom,  in 
Clafles  according  to  the  refpedive  Times  of 
reckoning. 

IV.  That,  at  Twelve  o’clock,  the'  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  or  in  his  Abfence  feme  other 
Member,  do  take  the  Chair,  and  proceed  to  Bufi~ 
nefs ;  and  firft  the  Minutes  of  the  laft  Weekly 
Board  are  to  be  read. 

V.  That  the  Patients  who  are  to  return  Thanks 
be  then  called  down,  and  introduced  one  by  one 
for  that  Purpofe ;  and  queftioned  by  the  Chair¬ 
man,  how  they  have  been  ufed  in  the  Houfe ; 

whether 


whether  they  have  any  Complaints  to  make 
againft  the  Officers,  Nurfes,  or  Servants  •  or 
whether  any  Money  or  other  Things  have  been 
demanded  or  taken  from  them  :  And  if  any 
Complaint  is  made,  the  Matter  thereof  is  to  be 
inquired  into  by  the  Committee  before  the 
Patient  goes  out  of  the  Room ;  if  not,  a  Letter 
for  the  Governor  who  recommended  her  is  to  be 
given  to  the  Patient,  which  ffie  is  directed  to 
carry,  immediately  after  her  Difcharge,  to  ac¬ 
quaint  fuch  Governor  thereof.  A  Paper  is  alfo 
to  be  given  her,  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  Delk 
the  firft  Time  fhe  goes  to  Church,  to  return  God 
Thanks  for  her  fafe  Delivery. 

VI.  When  the  Patients  have  returned  Thanks, 
the  Secretary  is  to  fort  the  new  recommendatory 
Letters  into  their  proper  Claffes,  and  to  report 
to  the  Board  the  Number  of  Vacancies  in  the 
Hofpital* 

VII.  If,  among  the  new  Letters  of  Recommenda¬ 
tion,  there  be  any  Preference  Letters,  they  are  to 
be  feledted  from  the  others,  and  the  Patients  fo 
recommended  have  an  Order  to  be  admitted 
when  in  Labour. 

VIII.  After  thefe  Orders  are  granted,  the  remain¬ 
ing  Number  of  Vacancies  are  to  be  filled  up  by 
Patients  ftanding  in  the  firft  Clafs  :  If  more  Pati¬ 
ents  ftand  in  the  firft  Clafs  than  there  are  Vacancies 
for,  the  whole  Number  of  Patient^in  that  Clafs 
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arc  to  ballot  for  Admiffion  by  drawing  red  and 
white  Balls  5  for  which  Purpofe  as  many  white 
Balls  are  to  be  put  into  the  Balloting-Box  as 
there  are  Vacancies,  and  as  many  red  Balls  as, 
with  the  white  Balls,  make  up  the  Number  of 
Patients  balloting  ;  thofe  drawing  the  white  Balls 
to  receive  Orders  of  Admiffion  when  in  Labour, 
and  the  Letters  of  thofe  drawing  the  red  Balls 
are  to  be  marked  with  an  (R),  and  delivered  back 
to  thofe  Patients,  with  Diredlions  to  come  again 
the  next  Board  Day ;  and  if  they  do  not  then 
attend,  they  will  lofe  their  Turn  of  Admiffion  : 
And  if  on  the  next  Board-Day  any  of  the  Pati¬ 
ents  Reckonings  on  the  fubfequent  Claffes  com¬ 
mence,  they  are  to  be  joined  with  the  Patients 
of  the  firft  Clafs  who  have  balloted,  and  all 
ballot  as  before,  to  fupply  the  Vacancies  in  the 
Hofpitah 

IX.  Thofe  Patients  who  have  drawn  white  Balls, 
and  intitled  to  Orders  of  Admiffion,  are  to  flay 
to  make  their  Affidavits  of  their  Marriage,  and 
of  the  Plufband’s  Settlement,  which  are  to  be 
filled  up  by  the  Secretary  gratis . 

X.  No  Order  of  Admiffion  fhall  be  given  to  any 
Patient  whomfoever,  but  fuch  as  have  balloted 
and  drawn  a  white  Ball,  or  have  brought  a  Prefe¬ 
rence  Letter ;  and  no  Patient  can  be  admitted 
unlefs  fhe  has  received  fuch  Order  from  the 
Jk>ard :  And  if  any  Woman  be  convidted  of 
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giving  a  falfe  Reckoning  to  impofe  upon  the  Cha¬ 
rity,  or  attempt  to  come  in  without  an  Order  from 
the  Board,  fhe  fhall  be  deprived  of  the  Benefit  of 
the  Charity.  , 

XI.  When  the  Bufinefs  of  Admiflion,  Balloting,  and 

difcharging  the  Patients  is  over,  the  Committee 
may  confider  any  general  Bufinefs  relating  to  the 
Charity.  * 

XII.  Two  Members  of  the  Committee  are  to  vifit 
the  Wards ;  and  firft  directing  the  Nurfes  to  with¬ 
draw,  they  are  to  inquire  of  the  Patients,  whether 
they  have  any  Complaints  to  make  againft  the 
Officers,  Nurfes  or  Servants,  or  concerning  the 
Quantity  or  Quality  of  the  Provilions,  or  any  other 
Matter;  and  they  are  to  report  the  Refult  of  their 
Inquiry  to  the  Board ;  and  if  there  is  any  Com¬ 
plaint,  the  Committee  are  forthwith  to  examine 
into  it,  and  make  fuch  Order  therein  as  they  fhall 
think  fit. 

XIII.  Before  the  Board  breaks  up,  the  Matron  to 
be  called  in,  and  afked  whether  any  Thing  is 
wanting  for  the  Service  of  the  Houfe  or  Patients, 
and  whether  fhe  has  any  Complaints  againft  the 
ISmrfes  or  other  Servants ;  and  the  Committee  are 
to  take  cognizance  of  fuch  Complaints  (if  any)* 
and  make  neceffary  Orders  therein. 

XIV.  I  he  Bufinefs  of  the  Committee  being  over, 
the  Chairman  is  to  adjourn  the  Board. 
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Committees  in  General . 


That  the  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  andTreafurer 
fhall  be  Members  of  all  Committees,  without  any 
particular  Appointment. 

That  the  Prefident,  or  Vice-Prefidents,  when  at¬ 
tending  at  any  Committee,  fhall  prefide  in  the  Chair 
according  to  their  Rank  and  Seniority.

Quarterly  General  Court  after  Lady-Day. 

That  he  do  receive  all  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money 
paid  in  for  annual  Subfcriptions,  Subfcriptions  to  be¬ 
come  perpetual  Governors,  Benefa&ions,  Donations 
by  Will,  and  all  other  Sum  and  Sums  whatever, 
which  fhall  be  paid  in  for  the  Benefit  and  on  the  Ac¬ 
count  of  this  Hofpital ;  and  that  he  keep  a  proper 
Account  in  Writing  of  all  fuch  his  Receipts. 

That,  out  of  the  Money  he  fhall  fo  receive  (except 
Subfcriptions  for  perpetual  Governorfhips)  he  do  pay 
all  Sum  and  Sums  whatever,  as  fhall  be  neceffary  for 
the  Service  and  Support  of  the  Charity,  and  all  Salaries, 
Wages,  and  Gratuities  to  the  Chaplain,  Secretary, 
Matron,  Affiflant  Matron,  Meffenger,  Nurfes,  and 
other  Servants  of  the  Hofpital,  and  the  Traaefmen’s 
Bills,  as  fhall  be  directed  to  be  paid  by  a  Quarterly

That  fhe  take  care  that  all  the  Nurfes  and  Ser¬ 
vants  and  Patients  do  their  Duty,  and  obferve  the 
Rules  of  the  Hofpital ;  and,  in  cafe  of  Mifbeha- 
viour  or  Negledt,  that  fhe  acquaint  the  Weekly 
Board  therewith. 

That  fhe  take  care  of  all  the  Cloathing,  Linen, 
and  all  the  Neceflaries  of  the  Lying-in  Wards,  and 
attend  all  Deliveries. 

That  fhe  examine  every  Woman  applying  to  be 
admitted,  to  fee  that  is  fhe  free  from  Vermin,  the 
Itch,  or  any  other  contagious  Diftemper ;  and,  if 
any  fuch  appear,  that  fhe -report  the  fame  to  the 

Weekly 
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Weekly  Board,  to  prevent  fuch  Woman’s  being 
received  into  the  Houfe. 

That  fhe  receive  the  Women  into  the  Hofpital 
on  their  producing  an  Order  of  the  following  Tenor, 
figned  by  the  Secretary ;  and  that  lhe  make  a  Memo¬ 
randum,  on  the  Back  of  each  Order,  of  the  Day 
of  their  coming  in  :

That  fhe  do  in  all  Refpeits  conform  to  the  Laws, 
Orders,  and  Regulations  of  the  Hofpital,  and  do  all 
the  Buiinefs  thereby  required  to  be  done  by  the 
Matron. 

That  the  Treafurer  for  the  Time  being  do  pay 
to  the  Matron  for  the  Time  being  an  annual  Salary 
of  twenty-five  Pounds,  by  quarterly  Payments ;

That,  on  all  Eleftions,  the  Ladies  Subfcribers 
have  a  Right  of  voting  by  Proxy,  or  otherwife,  as 
before  prefcribed  under  the  Title  of  Qualifications 
of  Governors ,  Subfcriber s,  and  Contributors,  and 
their  Powers  of  recommending  Patients ,  Rights  and 
Privileges, 
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Rules 
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Rules  to  be  obferved  for  a  regular  and  fair 
EleEhon ,  when  taken  by  a  Ballot. 

I.  That  a  large  cylindrical  tranfparent  Glafs  be 
provided  to  receive  the  Balloting  Papers,  and  the 
Top  thereof  be  covered  with  Leather,  with  a 
fufficient  Opening  to  put  in  the  Balloting  Papers. 

II.  That  Balloting  Papers  be  provided  of  equal  Size, 
and  laid  upon  a  Table,  to  be  taken  by  the  Gover¬ 
nors  who  have  a  Right  to  ballot,  on  which  they 
are  to  write  the  Candidate's  Name  for  whom  they 
vote. 

III.  That  the  Secretary  do  previoufly  provide  a 
compleat  Lift  of  all  the  Governors  who  have  a 
Right  of  voting  at  fuch  Ele&ion,  alphabetically, 

IV.  That  the  Balloting  Glafs  be  placed  in  fome 
conipicuous  Part  of  the  Room,  and  two  Gover¬ 
nors  be  appointed,  before  the  Ballot  begins,  to 
prefide  at  the  Glafs  alternately,  to  receive  the 
Balloting  Papers. 

V .  That  the  Name  of  each  Governor  offering  to 
vote  be  firft  marked  off  in  the  Lift  provided  by 
the  Secretary,  and  then  the  voting  Governor  is  to 
deliver  in  his  Balloting  Paper  to  the  Governor 
prefiding  at  the  Glafs,  to  be  by  him  immediately 
put  into  the  fame. 

VI.  That  no  annual  Subfcriber  fhall  be  permitted  to 
vote  at  any  Election,  till  he  or  fhc  have  paid  his 

or 
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or  licr  annual  Subfcription  or  Subfcriptions  which 
is  or  are  in  Arrear,  and  in  Advance  from  the 
Quarter-Day,  the  fame  ought  to  have  been  paid 
in  Advance ;  an  Account  thereof  to  be  fet  down  in 
the  Lift. 

VII.  That  on  every  Eleddon  by  Ballot,  the  Ballot 
be  opened  at  Twelve  o’Clock  at  Noon,  and 
continue  till  Two,  and  then  clofed;  and,  when 
clofed,  the  Governors  who  have  prelided  at  the 
Glafs  to  receive  the  Balloting  Papers,  do  feal  up 
the  Balloting  Glafs,  and  bring  it  to  the  Prelident, 
or  whoever  fhall  prefide  in  the  Chair  at  the 
General  Court. 

VIII.  That  proper  Files  be  provided,  whereon  fepa- 
rately  to  file  the  refpedive  Balloting  Papers  for 
each  refpedive  Candidate;  and  that  as  many 
Governors  be  appointed  as  there  are  Files,  to 
receive  from  the  Prelident  or  Chairman,  and  file 
the  refpedive  Balloting*  Papers  for  each  Candi¬ 
date. 

IX.  That,  before  clofing  the  Ballot,  the  Candidates 
do  refpedively  deliver  in,  under  Cover  and  Seal, 
to  the  Prelident  or  Chairman,  the  Letters  given 
or  lent  by  the  Ladies  Governeffes  of  this  Charity, 
expreffing  the  Candidate’s  Name  for  whom  fhe 
votes;  and  that,  before  opening  the  Balloting 
Glafs,  the  Letters  be  firft  opened,  and  feparately 
chequed  oft  in  the  Secretary’s  Lift;  and  if  the 
Lady  has  a  Right  of  voting,  fuch  Letters  be  deli¬ 
vered 
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vered  over  to  be  put  on  the  refpedlive  Files,  and 
marked  off  in  the  other  Lifts. 

X.  That  the  Prefident  or  Chairman  then  open  the 
Balloting  Glafs,  and  take  out  the  Papers  one  by 
one,  naming  the  Candidate  exprefied  therein,  and 
then  deliver  it  over  to  be  put  on  the  proper  File. 

XI.  That  two  Papers  be  prepared  v/ith  proper  Co¬ 
lumns  to  mark  down,  under  each  Candidate's 
Name,  the  Vote  given  in  favour  of  each  of  them 
refpedtively  ;  and  that  two  Governors  be  appoint¬ 
ed  for  that  Purpofe. 

XII.  That,  when  all  the  Letters  from  the  Ladies 
Governors  are  prefented  and  marked  off,  and  the 

'  Balloting  Papers  are  taken  out,  marked  oft,  and 
filed  as  aforefaid,  the  Numbers  voting  for  each 
Candidate  be  carefully  caft  up,  and  fet  down  on 
the  Papers,  and  the  Majority  for  either  Candi¬ 
date  declared. 

XIII.  That,  if  there  beany  Difference  in  the  Num¬ 
bers  on  calling  up  both  Papers,  thofe  Papers  be 
again  checqued  off  by  the  Letters  and  Balloting 
Papers  on  the  Files,  if  neceffary. 

XIV.  That  all  Difputes  concerning  the  Election  fhall 
be  determined  by  the  Majority  of  the  Governors 
prefent,  by  holding  up  of  Hands. 

XV.  That,  in  cafe  there  fhall  be  an  Equality  of 
Votes  between  the  Candidates,  the  Prefident,  or 
Chairman  of  the  General  Court  then  prefiding, 
fhall  have  the  cafting  Vote.

General  Laws.

That  no  Nurfes,  or  Servants  of  the  Hofpital,  or 
any  other  Perfon  belonging  or  any  ways  relating  to 
it,  prefume  at  any  Time  to  take  of  any  tradefman. 
Patient,  Servant,  Stranger,  or  others,  any  Fee, 
Reward,  or  Gratification  of  any  Kind,  diredly  or 
indiredtly,  for  any  Service  done  or  to  be  done  on 
Account  of  the  Hofpital,  on  Pain  of  immediately 
being  difcharged. 

That  an  Infcription  in  large  Letters  be  placed  up 
in  each  Ward,  to  caution  the  Patients  againft  offer- 
ing,  and  to  deter  the  Nurfes  and  Servants  againft 
receiving,  any  Gratuity  whatfoever  from  the  Patients 
or  their  Friends. 

That,  if  any  of  the  Nurfes,  Servants,  or  other 
Perfons  in  the  Houfe,  fhall  convey  or  carry  out  of 
the  Houfe  any  Provifions,  or  other  Things  belonging 
to  it,  they  fhall  be  immediately  difcharged ;  and 

that  neither  they,  nor  any  other  Officer  or  Servant 
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who  fhall  be  hereafter  difcharged,  fhall  be  re-ad¬ 
mitted  on  any  account  whatfoever. 

That  every  Servant  be  acquainted  on  their  Ad- 
miffion,  that  they  are  to  do  any  Bufinefs  that  the 
Neceffity  of  the  Charity  requires,  though  not  in  the 
particular  Station  for  which  they  are  hired: 

That  neither  the  Porter,  nor  any  other  of  the  Ser¬ 
vants,  do  prefume  to  go  out  of  the  Hofpital,  with' 
out  firft  aiking  Leave  of  the  Matron. 

That  all  the  Laws,  Orders,  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hofpital  be  ftridtly  obeyed  and  performed  ;  and 
that  the  fame  be  not  altered  in  any  Refpeft,  but  by 
the  Direction  of  a  Quarterly  General  Court,  or  by 
a  Special  General  Court  called  for  that  Purpofe. 

That  all  the  Laws,  Orders,  and  Regulations  be 
read  once  a  Year  at  leaf!:,  and  particularly  at  the  firft 
General  Quarterly  Court  to  be  held  after  Chrijhnas .
